While King Edward is being féted at Lisbon, 
and making still closer our friendship with 
Portugal, Queen Alexandra is back at the home 
of her early years. Just now is the time when 
the annual ** birthday gathering '" takes place 
around the throne of Denmark, and when our 
Queen goes to visit her Royal father, King 
Christian, who was eighty-five on Wednesday. 
It is a simple life that they lead at the 
Danish Court. The absence of all pomp and 


aloofness, the freedom with which the King 
mingles with his people, distinguishes him 


from nearly every other monarch. He is as 
courteous to a workman as he is to a minister. 
Tudeed, it is by no means a rare thing for him 
to stop in the street and engage in conversation 
with an artisan, or discuss some point with 
a group of workmen in. their dinner hour. 
According to an Express writer ** many a knotty 
point in dispute has been left by one or another 
saying, * Wait until I see the King down here , 
I'll ask him &bout it.’ ” 

If there is one polyglot place in the world it is

T= KING’S TOUR.—There was a brilliant 


scene in Lisbon last Thursday, when the Royal 

yacht Victoria and Albert, conveying King Edward 

on his holiday tour to Portugal and the Mediter- 

ranean, dropped anchor in the river Tagus. King 
Carlos of Portugal at once went on board to welcome his 
august visitor, and after an hour's chat the two monarchs 
landed in the State barge to the accompaniment of salvoes 
of artillery from the men-o'-war in harbour, and the 
acclamations of a vast crowd of sightseers. From Lisbon 
the Royal yacht is to proceed to Gibraltar and thence to 
Malta, possibly making a call or two en route. From 
Malta the King will go to Naples, from whence His 
Majesty will take train to Rome to greet King Victor. 
Returning to Yam by train, the King will, steam to 
Marseilles, and thence travel overland by way of Paris, 
where, about the beginning of Muy, His Majesty is expected 
to have an interview with President Loubet, 


Foreign Rulers’ Travels.—The Kaiser last week 
arrived at Copenhagen on board the Imperial yacht 
Hohenzollern on a visit to King Christian, whose birthday 
celebration is being made the occasion of a great meeting 
vf Royal relatives, The Czar of Russia, on the other hand, 
who was to have visited the King of Italy in Rome, has 
postponed his visit owing, it is said, to reports received 
from the Russian police'that there are too many suspected 

rsoms in Italy at present to make it advisable for His 

fajesty to run the risk entailed by the visit. President 
Roosevelt has commenced a 14,000-miles tour through the 
North-American continent; and at Chicago last week, where 
he was enthusiastically received, the American ruler made 
a spirited speech upholding the Monroe doctrine of 
* America for the Americans,” and emphasising the neces- 
sity for a powerful U.S. navy to support that policy. 


. Trouble in the East.—The situation in the Balkans 
is increasing in gravity. The Albanians are opposed to the 
introduction of reforms, while the revolutionary. societies, 
who are freely stated to be kept in activity by Russian 
financial aid, are preparing risings in Macedonia. .An 
attempt to assassinate the: Russian Consul at Mitrovitza 
is reported. As the Consul was leaving his house at half- 
past five in the evening, accompanied by an escort, an 
Albanian soldier named [brahim stepped forward as if to 
salute and fired his rifle at the Consul, wounding him in 
the left side. Ibrahim, who is supposed to have fired at 
the Consul in order to avenge the wounding of a relative 
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in a fight the preceding evening, was severely wounded by 
the soldiers escorting the Russian official and at once taken 
into custody. The Sultan, on hearing of the affair, ordered 
a surgeon to proceed from Constantinople to attend the 
Consul, and directed the Grand Vizier to express to the 
Russian Ambassador his deep regret at the occurrence, 


Fighting in Somaliland.—The most important 
engagement of the present operations in Somaliland 
oecurred on March 29 south of Damot, when a mobile

Camel Corps, encountered a number of the enemy, who 
made obstinate resistance, losing twenty-seven men killed 
and 400 camels.

Eil Habred is sixty miles south-west of Galadi, a distance 
equal to two long marches. Recent driving operations have 
resulted in forty of the enemy being killed and the capture 
of 1000 camels and 2500 sheep. 


Treason in South Africa.—Mr. Chamberlain, in 
answer to a question, made an astounding statement in the 


high treason which had taken place in connection with the 
late war. There were, the Colonial Secretary said, over 
10,000 British subjects so prosecuted in Cape Colony alone, 
and a ls umber in Natal. About 8000 were convicted 
or pleaded guilty, and the remainder were acquitted. dn 
Cape Colony between 11,000 and 12,000 cases were definitely 
tracel in which British subjects took up arms for- and 
served with the Boers, 


Extraordinary Shooting Affair.—The East End 
of London has been the scene of an extraordinary shooting 
affair, which in some of its features resembles the wanton 
outrage at Blackheath veported in these columns last week. 
To Isaacson's lodging-house in North-East Passage, Cable 
Street, Whitechapel, there went one night a tall, thin, 
muscular man, either English or American, who had been 
seen in the neighbourhood by some of the occupants on a 
previous occasion. The,man, who is said to have been 
in the American Navy, is variously known as Brown, 
Jenkinson,"and Jennings, and it appears that in the 
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washhouse in the basement of the building four or five 
foreigners were engaged cleaning their linen, when Brown, 
ep += | been sitting in front of the fire, suddenly rose and 
without a word fired a succession of shots from a revolver 
which he kept in his coat pos the bullets perforating 
his own apparel in their flight. The injuries sustuined by 
the company in consequence of this amazing bombardment 
were: Carl Eider,- wornd in left shoulder; Wilhelm 
Nolges, bullet in right thigh; Bruno Whyse, fracture 
of right arm; and Henri Maus, injury to both legs. A rush 
was made towards the assailant when he had emptied the

being, the man dashed up the staircase and into the street, 
reloading the weapon as he went. A stirring chase followed, 
the pursuit being quickly joined by a large number of 
persons who were attracted by the shouts of the pursuers.

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Sergeant Conerley, who arrested sfhe accused, s&id that 
when he got within two yards, of Brown the latter called 
out, “ Stand back ! " at the same time pointing the weapon 
at the officer’s head. When fin secured, Brown 
remarked, ‘I could kill ‘the lot if I liked. If you knew 
what I had to put up with, you would do the same. I did 
not mean to shoot you, only to stop you.” Asked if he 
had any questions to put, Brown iuquired as to the con- 
dition of the injured men, and expressed.the hope that 
their wounds were not of a serious nature, A remand for 
eight days was then ordered.

Captain Gaskell also denied huving ever pro- 
mised to marry the plaintiff. 'fhe Judge in summing up 
said it was an extraordinary defence to set up. Because 
& lady had been jilted once and had received com- 
pensation that was no reason why she should be 
again treated in similar fashion without the default- 
ing suitor being brought to book.—In still another 
case, tried before Mr. Justice Darling, Miss Alice E. 
Collins was awarded £1000 damages against her former 
lover, Mr. Frank Noakes, manager' of large stores in 
Stratford. "The defendant, said counsel, went to live with 
Miss Collins's parents as a paying guest, and while there 
became engaged to the-plaintiff, of whom, under promise 
of marriage, he took advantage. Learning that his sweet- 
heart was in trouble, Noakes sent a certain woman to 
her, whom sbe refused to receive. Upon this point the 
Judge made some very severe comments, and sent an usher 
to look for the defendant, who, however, could not be 
found. In advising the jury to award heavy da $ 
his Lordship very severely criticised the conduct of Noakes, 
who, he said, instead of taking the proper and manly course 
and marrying the plaintiff, suggested her doing something 
that was a felony. It was fortunate for the defendant that 
he bad kept away from the precincts of the court.

Mr. Henry Arthur Jones appears to be “ very 
sore on the subject of the Times and the 
dramatic critic of that journal, and he has 
found a vent for his wrath in the pages of the 
Nineteenth Century. But I regret to see the 
dramatist attacking the modern stage and thc 
actors. Surely Mr. Jones has not much tó com- 
plain of in the interpretation of his works, some 
of which would have inevitably proved failures 
but for the loyal devotion of the actors, He 
charges the present stage with all the faults 
imaginable. He accuses our best performer: 
of ** vnlgarity, senseless licentiousness,” and 
other equally objectionable vices, nud lays the 
blame of many of these defects on the shoulders 
of the critics. He is also bitter because play- 
goers do not read plays. In reply I venture to 
say that the public read plays when they are 
worth reading. 


He maintains that French playgoers are more 
intellectual than English. 1 may remark that 
the works of Mr. Pinero are much appreciated, 
aud I think few dramatists of France are superior 
to him, either in construction or dinlogue. Mr. 
Jones is extremely annoyed because the critics 
do not detect the merits of ‘* Whitewashing 
Julia.” He tries to compensate for his harsh 
comments on English actors in the following 
passage: “I do indeed owe a debt of gratitude 
to those who have so loyally and so patiently, 
and in some instances so magnificently, intro- 
duced my work to the English public. Let me 
hasten to record this immense debt of gratitude ; 
let me at any time be called upon to make 
specific acknowledgment in any one of the 
numberless instances where splendid stage 
talents have been ungrudgingly employed with 
the happiest results for myself."

A New Idea for Sitting Hens, 


The difficulty of eaa À ground moist beneath a sitting | 
fowl is one which presents itself to most rearers, especiauy 
when the hen is sitting under artificial conditions, says a 
writer in the Gamekeeper. The hatehing of pheasant eggs 
necessarily takes place at a season when the neque pne y is 
becoming warm and consequently dry, and the soil and its 
surroundings have a greater tendeney to dry than they had 
a few weeks previously. When a hen elects a nesting- 
place it is generally on the ground in some she'tered spot, 
and the coolness and damp which belong to such a nest are 
in a great degree attributable to the herbage which grows 
up around it. That portion aboye the ground gives shade 
and coolness, and the roots which penetrate the nest retain 
the moisture and keep the soil damp.

down indoors, in tiers of boxes arranged round a shed 
built on purpose. Each box is made several inches bigger 
both ways than is usual, but the reason of this will be 
understood later on. Soil is placed in each box ordinarily, 
but first of all it is well watered, and seed wheat at the 
rate of a handful to a box added and mixed with it. This 
seems a funny idea on the face of it, but will not be con- 
sidered so if the opening remarks have been thoroughly 
digested. Let it suffice to ssy that if the hens have been 
properly tested beforehand as to their sitting, the corn is 
never a temptation to them to upset the arrangements, 
In a few days the heat of the hen starts the wheat into 
active growth, and a fringe of cool green soon encom- 

sses her on all sides, while the soil beneath the nest 
ecomes a mat of moisture-retaining roots. The idea is so 
novel that it is worth thorough explanation, and, when 
carried out rightly, has been found considerably to increase 
the hatching percentage, while the chicks come out all 
the stronger. Although the rearer is not likely to 
adopt the idea from a picturesque point of view, this is 
by no means the least of its recommendations, for the 
hen looks so snug and comfortable sitting amid the 
fringe of green, and the whole appearance is so much 
more attractive than that generally to be seen when a | 
box is opened. Of course, the great advantage. of the 
growing wheat is its influence on the hatching, and no 
doubt readers who try the plan this coming season will find 
it as beneficial as the originator has discovered. Some may 
dismiss the idea às puerile and frivolous, but it is not so, 
for everyone who has tried it has been charmed with the 
success which has attended the hatebings. It is about the 
best method known of solving the moisture question, and 
those compelled to hatch indoors need fear no longer.
